Pacific Powers 


Ottawa. May 81—The Londotv. Ont„ 
branch of the League of Hattons 
Society In Canada at the annual con¬ 
vention of the society to-day sub¬ 
mitted a resolution calling on the 
Dominion government to "take the 
initiative toward a concert of Pacific 
nations." 

A concert of Pacific powers would 
have to be done outside of the 
League of Hationa. the resolution 
read, as the^United States and Japan 
are not member nations. 

The resolution named Canada, the 
United States, Japan, China, Russia 
and Mexloo aa the nattoon to be in¬ 
cluded In a concert of Phonic powers. 

The convention sent the resolu¬ 
tions to a sub-committee for con¬ 
sideration. with Instructions to re¬ 
port its findings to the convention 
for oDcnlns. discussion. 

The once delicts balance of de¬ 
fensive naval armaments In the 
Pacific la likely to disappear, to be 
followed by "an unashamed resort to 
power diplomacy." James A. Gibson 
of Victoria, a recent Rhodes scholar, 
told the convention.

The defeat of a government in France, contrary 
to the British system, docs not mean a general election. 
The French constitution, like that of die United States, 
is very rigid. The Chamber of Deputies is elected fur 
four years, the last being returned three years ago. 
After the election in 1932 the diviaiao of political 
strength was; Communist and Social-Communists, 
twenty; Socialists, 130; Republican-Socialists and 
French-Socialists, thirty-three: Radicals and RadicaL 
Socialuts, 153; Independent-Radicals, seventy-four;
